that. Also, the Navy, like the Signal Corps, generally assigned system 
nomenclature when the requirement was put out for bid. When (if ever) the design 
entered service, it did so under the original nomenclature. But the individual 
components got current type numbers.

Folks, 


Since acquiring a Heath SB-310, which unfortunately had a missing 5 


Khz AM filter (seller either dishonest or very ignorant for a 
licensed ham), I have been watching the e-place for any sign of one. 
No luck. I inquired of this list when first I got it, and was told 
that this filter was only used in the SWL versions (-310, -313) and 
was a scarce item. 


The receiver is presently running with a 3.75 KHz ham band AM filter, 
and I would like a wider one. International Crystal in Oregon makes 
2.1 kHz and narrower filters but not what I want. They do custom work 
but it ain't free. 


So, my question is this: To get these guys to make a custom filter, 
they build and charge for 10 parts at about their usual price ($125 
each) plus a $350 one-time charge. That makes 10 filters cost about 
$160 each. Is there enough interest to buy 10 parts? I would 
probably ask for 6 KHz rather than 5 kHz BW if they can do it, but 
that's negotiable. 


I should point out that even the 3.75 KHz BW ham version parts cost 
most of $100 at the e-place. Whatever happens to these filters to 
make them scarce!? 


Since the Heath is the only radio that seems to use a 3995 kHz IF, 
the wider variety of 9 MHz, 10.7 MHz, and 455 kHz filters that are 
commercially available can't be used here without adding a third 
mixer, ugh. 


Let me know if there is any interest in this idea.

I may have been the radio op you talked with, depending on the river 
port where you visited. 


Since this past spring, the radio room has been changed to reflect 
more accurate locations of equipment. 


In addition to replacing all the standard outside antennas (which were removed 
along with the mast, for river travel), I re-established the #1 TCS set 

from the middle of the operating area where it had been located on 

two separate shelves, and restored it to it's vertical "stacked" configuration 
right next to the port side feedthrough insulator leading to the port 

yard arm antenna wire. This enables the TCS to directly feed its non-resonant 
antenna without use of coax. 

This new location is at the far left on the upper shelf where you saw an RBB. 
The TCS Remote Control is located at the operating positions, so it can be 
used at either location. 

THIS is the TCS-12 set donated by Ed Zeranski. (beautiful set, and have 

had only one actual failure, the audio output xfmr in the RX, since repaired.) 


Also, the #2 LOP (local operating positions, left side) which formerly 
had an RBL and an RBB, (as in foto) has been changed to an RBB/RBC combination 
to better reflect the standard setup. 


We do have fotos of LSTs with RBL/RAO combinations, which this ship may 

or may not have had, but we have no RAO, and the National RBL doesn't look 
right 

when paired with the RCA sets. 


The RBL has been moved to the AUX shelf, just to the right of the repositioned 
#1 TCS 


As you already know, the LST Radio room is about double the size of the 
original, since 

the Greeks did this during their use of 325 as a SIGINT (intelligence 
gatherer) ship. 


It is always nicer to have more toys to play with, so I'm just as happy 
that there was 

no desire to achieve total authenticity by putting the bulkhead back that 
was taken 

out years ago, and going back to an 8 x 10 radio room!! :-) 


You may also be interested in knowing that the Greek addition of a SIGINT radio 
receiving room at the top level behind the CONN was removed while in drydock. 
This restores the ship to very closely resemble it's WwW2 look. The Captain 

is extremely happy about this.... he can now see what's behind him!!_ :-) 

Hope you get to visit again someday......
